Oor  Itsrmy  niwl  ecmidifk'jiiuruRL..  and 
jpoMt  of  ths  daily  paper*  also,  buve,  of 
tele,  been  diaouaaiug  the  ■abject  of  Athle¬ 
tic  tporU  The  New  York  Timet,  partica- 
Urly,  baa  pabluthad  several  strong  arti 
dca;  urging  young  men  to  turn  their  at¬ 
torn  to  athletic  exercise  in  the  open  air. 
This  effort  baa  already  resnlted,  in  New 
York,  in  the  formation  of  clube  for  playing 
toot-ball  and  other  games  requiring  vigor¬ 
ous  exertion.  Our  young  men  aro  begin¬ 
ning  to  realise  the  fact  that,  though  niauy 
tee  ap-  jimeae  of  manhood  are  frequently 
seen  in  the  country,  yet  ss  a  race  we  arc 
inferior  to  the  Baglisb  and  Hermans.  In 
ear  cities  and  their  environ*,  there  is  a 
sonaUntly  increasing  class  of  men,  who 
either  drop  off  suddenly  under  the  strain 
and  confinement  of  business,  or  break 
down  while  still  in  the  prime  of  life,  and 
drag  out  a  miserable  existence  daring  the 
met  of  their  days.  Such  men  do  not  ae- 
oopipbsb  one-half  their  allottel  work,  nor 
draw  from  life  a  tithe  of  the  enjoyment  tot 
which,  by  nature,  they  arw  entitled. 

All  sulentstry  occupations  are  injurious 
to  the  health,  both  directly  and  indirectly  ; 
direotlv,  because  they  cramp  the  body, 
and  confine  it  in  an  unnatural  position  ; 
indirectly,  fro*  the  lack  of  free  air  and 
exercise.  How  to  counteract  thane  tenden¬ 
cies,  and  preserve  health,  is  a  matter  for 
grave  consideration.  It  ia  time,  in  this  age 
and  country,  for  people  to  know  something 
about  their  bodied;  what  they  are.  and 
what  will  keep  them  in  good  order,  and 
what  will  injure  them.  A  largo  part  of  a 
man’s  enjoyment  in  this  life,  depends  on 
the  state  of  his  physical  system.  Morals 
except  od,  there  if  nothing  of  greater  im¬ 
portance  than  bodily  health  ;  it  is  not  *ee- 
ond  t  >  even  intellectual  vigor.  For  of 
what  a*e  is  an  educated  mind,  burdened 
with  a  hu faring  body?  Bat  comparison 
is  not  necessary  ;  intellectual  and  physical 
education  should  go  hand  ia  hand.  And 
yet,  just  here,  there  is  a  fundamental  error 
in  onr  educational  systems.  The  institu 
lions  where  suitable  provision  has  been 
made  to  supply  this  want,  are  so  few  as  to 
be  only  exceptions  to  the  general  state¬ 
ment.  Sometimes  a  gymnasium  is  built, 
and  the  students  are  left  to  ate  it  or  not,  as 
best  suits  them.  Where  exiroise  is  requir¬ 
ed,  end  instructors  engaged,  the  study  of 
physiology  is  often  omitted.  A  knowledge 
af  thi*  subject,  which  should  be 
the  earliest  studies  of  ehildhood,  is  almost 
altogether  eon  fined  to  the  liberally  educat¬ 
ed  ;  and  of  these  only  a  few  know  auything 
about  it,  The  most  lamentable  foot  con¬ 
nected  with  the’, matter  is,  that  men  are 
.  isfled  to  remain  ignorant  Teachers  are 
not  altogether  to  blame  ;  most  parents  op¬ 
pose  their  children  studying  physiology, 
and  givj  no  attention  to  it  for  themselves. 
It  is  tuQ'jht  in  butfew  schools,  and  in  them 
to  qnly  a  small  proportion  of  tbs  pupils. 
Our  public  lecturers,  who  ore  supposed  to 
know  the  popnlar  taste,  treat  ns  to  every 
conceivable  thing —historical  and  biogra¬ 
phical,  literary  and  soientiftc,  instructive 
snd  entertaining  ;  even  lost  arts  and  dead 
languages  are  discussed  before  admiring 
crowds.  But  not  a  corporal’s  guard  will 
attend  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  structure 
af  man’s  body  and  the  laws  of  health.  It 
ia  a  cause  of  thanksgiving  that  the  Press 
has  entered  the  field  with  so  much  ze  d. 

Any  one  who  has  ever  thought  at  all. 
must  have  learned  that  certain  things  are 
essential  to  health.  Food  and  sleep,  most 
peraous  will  acknowledge,  are  requiaite ; 
and  yet  without  much  thought  as  to  the 
kind  and  quantity.  As  regards  sir,  there 
is  more  ignorance  or  sin,  or  both,  than 
about  any  other  matter  pertaining  to 
health.  Oae  of  the  plainest  facts  connect¬ 
ed  with  warm-blooded  animals,  is  that  they 
require  a  constant  supply  of  pure  air; 
otherwise  their  blood  becomes  filled  with 
poisonous  matter,  which  will  sooner  or 
later  produce  disease  or  death.  Exercise 
is  needful  in  every  respect  Without  under¬ 
taking  to  give  an  account  of  the  various 
•ways  in  which  it  affects  the  system,  it  Is 
enough  to  say  that  anyone’s  experience 
moat  I rnve  taught  him— if  be  has  been  will¬ 
ing  to  think  of  the  subject— how  inti¬ 
mately  connected  it  is  with  his  comfort 
sod  hivdtb.  The  Timet  tbns  cites  s  csss 
ia  point ;
